Sir: 



A first Request for Refund was submitted on January 9, 2009. The request has not yet been acted 
upon. A charge of $120.00 was posted on June 7, 2007 to our Deposit Account No. 16-0820, Attorney 
Docket Number GOWL-33262 for code 1251 (extension of time within 1st month) in the above-referenced 
patent application. We believe that this charge is incorrect and should be refunded, and our explanation 
thereof is as follows: 

1. On February 22, 2007 we filed a First Reply to Final Action Under Rule 116. Singe this reply 
was filed within two months of the issuance of the Final Rejection, no extension of time fee was due. 

2. On March 30, 2007 the U-S- Patent Office mailed an Advisory Action in response to the First 
Reply which we filed on February 22, 2007. The Advisory Action set the response date to reply to (1) the 
mailing date of the Advisory Action, or (2) the date set forth in the final rejection, whichever is later. 
Accordingly, the response deadline was set for March 30, 2007 (rather than March 22, 2007). 

2. On May 30, 2007 we filed a Second Reply to Final Action Under Rule 116 requesting a two 
month extension of time (from March 30, 2007 to May 30, 2007) and authorizing a $450.00 charge to our 
Deposit Account for the two month extension of time fee. The $450.00 charge for this fee posted to our 
Deposit Account Statement on May 31, 2007. 

3. On June 14, 2007 the U.S. Patent Office mailed a further Advisory Action which stated that 
the period for reply expires 3 months from the mailing date of the final rejection (i.e., June 22, 2007). 

4. On June 20, 2007 we filed a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) along with an 
Amendment requesting a further one month extension of time to June 22, 2007 and authorizing the 
additional $570.00 extension of time fee (and the $790.00 RCE fee) be charged to our Deposit Account. 
Both the $570.00 and $790.00 fees posted to our Deposit Account Statement on June 21, 2007. 

5. We note that our January 9, 2009 review of all Deposit Account Statements from May 1 , 
2007 to January 9, 2009 did not show any $120.00 credit for the above-referenced case. 

Per the above explanation, we believe that the $120.00 extension of time fee charged to our 
Deposit Account was in error and we request that this $120.00 charge be credited to our Deposit Account
